Baltimore, Dec. 17.— Sweeping charges 


against the administration in the matter 
lot violations of the civil service laws 
were made yesterday at the convention 
of the Civil Service Reform league. 


The resolutions adopted contain the 


following severe arraignment of the 
government: 


The league is forced to recognize cer- 


tain grave departures within the present 
year from a" stiict observance of the 
civil service law and the principles under* 
lying it. As to these, it can be shown by 
detailed evidence as follows: 
That I/he order of July 27, 1897, regu- 


lating- the method of removal, has been 
violated in both letter and spirit in vari- 
ous branches, of the service, and that 
in many lecalities the whole system of 
wvil service administration has been dis- 
credited in consequence. 
That in the internal revenue service 


and in the offices of United States mai-- 
ehals appointments have been made al- 
together in violation of the law, and 
that such appointments have been made 
openly for political considerations. 
That appointments have been made in 


the same manner in the general land of- 
fice, in the forest reserve force, and in 
other branches of the service of the in- 
terior department. 


That through appointments and re- 


movtil<! for political reasons the efficiency 
of the Indian service has been seriously 
affected.

A Profitable Industry, Thoiigb DlfR- 


cnlt to Follow. 


One of the most profitable industries 


down on the coast of Maine is "lobster- 
.in." It is a laborious occupation, and 
''those who follow it have to endure much 
hardship and exposure and many perils 
Troiii the sea. Lobsters are caught on rocky 
bottom in "traps" or "pots," which are 
made of hickory saplings after the fashion 
of a nrockery crate. At the two small 
ends holes are arranged with spikes of 
flexible wood running to a focus, so tbat 
the lobster, tempted to enter by a bait 
bung from the center, finds it impossible 
to get out. The most common bait ai 
codfish heads and fish which are too_plen 
tiful and unpopular to bo s^ible in mar 
kot. The pots are submerged in two or 
three fathoms of water with stone sinkers, 
and their location marked by short logs 
of wood fastened to them by ropes and uj- 
lovrod to float on tho surface. 


Twice a day, at sunrise and sunset, the 


pots a~e visited, and the lobsters are taken 
out and thrown into a chest in the boat, 
with a lot of seaweed to keep them fresh 
and give them "somethino; to chaw on.'" 
After the pots have all been emptied the 
lobsters are all taken to a largo ''float," 
at some convenient spot, where they are 
transferred to a tank and kept until called 
for. 


Lobsterers who are convenient to towns 


sell most of their catch in the local mar 
ket. 
ThoBO who aio working at distant 


and isolated spots along the coast are vis- 
ited every week or ten days by tugs fitted 
up with large tanks or reservoirs, capable 
of holding from 10,000 to 15,000 lobsters 
These vcssols patrol regularly up and 
down the coast, and when their tanks are 
full drop in at Boston or Kew York and 
unload. 


The life of the lofastereris lonely as well 


as dangerous. He generally lives alono in 
a cabin on a rocky island, cooks his own 
meals of fish and bacon and spends bis 
days catching bait for his traps. Nearly 
all of them have lobster''farms," where 
the undersized lobsters and those with 
epawn are imprisoned in salt water ponds 
to grow and breed. The law protects the 
traffic by imposing a heavy fine upon tho 
•ale of small ones.—Chicago Record.

French Character. 


Speaking of French politics, I heard 


a most extraordinary story of another 
strange eeorut of contemporary Jifo. 
Some years ago ouo might see in a res- 
taurant at uigbt, playing domiuos 
qnietly or conversing in tranquil tones, 
a gentleman named Levy. Us was a 
man who knew more of the secret his- 
tory of tho courts of Europe than any 
Jnnn of bis time. To get a full account 
of his personality and history yon mast 
spend an evening witb Joe Lyons, the 
owner of the Trocadero and a ecore of 
other restaurants, one of the most bril- 
liant raconteurs us well as one of the 
best fellows in all London. Mr. Levy 
was a private detective, employed when- 
ever a task of extreme delicacy and 
enormous importance waa on baud. He 
was retained by the Bank of England, 
among other institutions, and I have 
heard that bis services were esteemed 
so valuable that be got the magnificent 
salary of £10,000 a year from that in- 
stitution.

Levy tracked them out. A 


man of the world, without enthusiasms, 
acquainted with all the seamy side of 
life and of man, he yet bad a broad, 
sympathetic imagination, and he Wiis 
astounded by the picture he found in 
the miserable den—if I remember right- 
ly it was a stable—in which be discov- 
ered the objects of his search. 
These 


men, who but a few weeks before had 
the government and the revenues of the 
great city of Paris at their command, 
were engaged in making a wretched 
bowl of soup, which was to be the one 
meal—and the one meal of them all— 
for 24 hours. Not one panay bad stuck 
to their palms of all the millions that 
were at their meroy! "These men may 
be madmen," he said to a friend to 
whom he told the etory, "but, accord- 
ing to their lights, they are patriots!" 


His wonder grew as they refused 


scornfully to surrender some papers 
which had fallen into their possession, 
in spite of dazzling offers of gold, 
which, ae agent of the French govern- 
ment, he was authorized to offer them. 
They knew the horror and the terrible 
and appalling importance of the domes- 
tic secret in the life of a great man of 
which they held proofs, but they decid- 
ed to keep the proofs until they thought 
it right or wrong to publish the story 
to the world. And, though they refused 
the gold, they never told the secret, and 
France and Eurone were saved one of 
the most cruel andTdevastatiug scandals 
of our times.—New York Herald.

Interesting Annual Report of the Board 


Filed Yesterday. 2134- Tons of 


Garbage Collected During 


Year. Excellent Finan- 


cial Showing. 


BIG RAID AT CHESHIRE, 


Sleigh Load of Liquor Secured and 


Three Men Arrested. One Escapes. 


A general successful raid was made 


at the Cheshire Friday afternoon when 
a posse of oliicers visited the Cheshire 
Inn, Thomas Callahan's and John F. 
Boulg-er's places in "Scrabbletoivn." 
All three proprietors were taken by 
surprise and as a result beer, whiskey 
and various other liquors were seized. 
Landlord Blush and his hired 
man 


were arrested as was Thomas Cal- 
lahan. John Boulger, formerly of this 
city, got away. Sheriff 
Reynolds of 


Cheshire, Pierce of Dalton and Mur- 
phy of Hinsdale went to the hotel, 
Officers "Wood and White of Plttsfleld 
and "VVhipple of Adams surprised Mr. 
Callahan and Officers Fish, Dean and 
Flynn of Pittsfield raided Boulger's 
place. 


Taken all together the officers got a 


large quantity 
of 
intoxicants, and 


laodmg it on a wonfl 
sleigh brought 


it to Adams where it was stored. 


The men arrested were brought to 


Adams in a hack and guve bonds for 
their appearance in court this morning. 


The three men all pleaded not guilty 


in court, and were held for trial De- 
cember 27. There were three charges 
against Blush, four against his hired 
man, and six -against Callahan.

Grange Convention Closed,

quate appropriati us to exterminate 
the gypsy moth and carry out the pro- 
visions of the law relating to tuber- 
culosis in cattle. State roads are fav- 
ored and local hearings to determine 
their course asked for. The inspection 
of stables is urged. The matter as to 
whether the grange is to take up the 
fight against milk contractors aban- 
doned by the New England Milk Pro- 
ducers' union was left to a special 
committee. 


The annual report of the board of 


health was filed yesterday afternoon. 
It is one of the most interesting docu- 
ments of any of the departments. In 
addition to the statistii-s of work done 
it contains one recommendation of un- 
usual interest. This is in regard to the 
collection of garbage, and advises that 
when the present contract expires, the 
city do the work and make the deposits 
at the city farm. 


This, the board believes would make 


the collection cheaper for the city, and 
would at the same time furnish the 
city farm with much valuable fertiliz- 
ing material. 
During the past year 


there were 2,134 tons of garbage col- 
lected and the price paid by contract 
for the work was $3,208.31. This is the 
largest single item in the expenses of 
the board. The work has 
been 
ex- 


cellently done, the report 
says, 
by 


W. A. Ballon. 


Another interesting fact is that with 


an appropriation of $6,000 the board 
overdrew only $22.19, spending about 
$405 less than the year before and 
doing more work, caused by the in- 
spection of stables and the vaccination 
of school children. 


The board recommended for sewer 


work next year the immediate com- 
pletion of the 
sewer 
through East 


Union 
street 
to 
the "five roads," 


also Fuller street, and as soon as pos- 
sible 
through 
State 
and 
Walnut 


streets. The 
number 
of connections 


made this year was 293, only about 
half as many as last year. This is due 
to the completion of less sewer work 
and to the fact that connections with 
sewers previously built had been kept 
up closely. 


The rest of the report deals mostly 


with the routine work done, most of 
which has been recorded in the papers. 
Haiwkers jjnd peddlers 
have 
been 


granted 261 licenses and 66 nuisances 
have been abated. Contagious diseases 
have been greatly decreased, the facts 
|bn this point having been already 
published. There have been 319 deaths, 
as against 333 last year. The cholera 
infantum cases have been much fewer, 
due, 
the board thinks, to the ice and 


milk 
ordinance 
enforcement.. 
Ten 


countries were represented as birth- 
places in the death records. 


The board expresses its appreciation 


of Agent Boughton's work, the amount 
and excellence of which is shown in 
the report of what has been done. It is 
a busy position and Mr. Boughton has 
been most faithful in the discharge of 
his duties.
